Field Day is an annual amateur radio exercise 
sponsored by the American Radio Relay League 
which encourages emergency communications 
preparedness. 


Since the first Field Day in 1933, Amateur radio 
operators throughout the United States have 
practiced the rapid deployment of radio 
communications equipment in environments 
ranging from operations under tents in remote 
areas to operations inside Emergency Operations 
Centers(EOC). Operations using emergency and 
alternative power sources are highly encouraged, 
since electricity and other public infrastructures 
are often among the first to fail during a natural 
disaster or severe weather. 


To determine the effectiveness of the exercise 
and each participant’s operations, there is an 
integrated contesting component and many clubs 
also engage in fun activities of camping out and 
having cookouts for the participants. Operations 
are typically for a continuous 24 hours requiring 
the scheduling of relief operators to keep the 
stations going through the night. Additional 
contest points are awarded for such things as 
experimenting with unusual modes, making 
contacts through space satellites and involving 
youth in the activity. 


ARCEC will seek to fully define Field Day similarly 
on J une 23-24. We have all the rigs we need, we 
have the power, the antennas, and I am told, we 
have the food! All we need now is YOU!

The Dream SEQUEL 
Last month we heard how, on a trip to 

Indianapolis, | had a vision of a farmhouse 
basement full of vintage radios, and how | 
searched for it. For the 3rd time in a month, | 
was sent back there to work on the Microwave 
system again, a task so daunting that it was not 
possible to complete. As I type, it STILL doesn’t 
work all correctly, but not likely | am going to be 
invited back a fourth time! 

| spent dawn to dusk walking all over the plant, 
tweaking and twiddling with little success. The 
rest of the contractors went home to regroup and 
figure out new solutions, leaving me to deal with 
the mess. Friday morning, | stopped in to the 
plant for a couple hours knowing my flight would 
leave that evening. | told them I had done all | 
could do and would see them later. YAY! I had 
about 5 hours to kill before | had to turn in the 
rental car. MORE Searching time left!! 

After turning in 4 large boxes of unused 
antennas and junk to UPS to send back home, | 
headed West again, with no particular route 
planned, just wherever the road took me. Clouds 
were gathering in the distance and raindrops soon 
danced on my Chevy HHR’s windshield as | got 
further and further out of town.
